nel 2. The screen then is sup­ 
posed to whiten if a tornado ap­ 
proaches. 
It can be fatal to assume that 
if the screen, doesn’t whiten, no 
tornado is near, warns Blakely.

screen,” he says. 
In principle, Blakely says, the 
Weller method relies on the sta­ 
tic electricity built up in the in-

The Na­ 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration 
does 
not 
feel 
that it has enough information 
to recommend the Weller tech­ 
nique.For example, it is not 
known that all storms emit such 
signals, nor is it known how 
close a twister must be to be 
detected. 
The 
U.S. 
Weather 
Bureau does not want the people 
it protects to depend upon such 
an unknown technique. 
“ The best defense against a 
tornado is good communications. 
If you sight a tornado, report it 
to your local or state police. 
They in turn will communicate 
it to the U.S. Weather Bureau. 
The Weather Bureau will notify 
the mass communications med­ 
ia and swiftly warn the affected 
area. 
“ Keep tuned to your local rad­ 
io or television station when tor­ 
nado conditions exist. The most 
.reliable and. rapid inform,at.ion 
-will come from the Weather 
Bureau to your local radio or 
television station. Do not gam­ 
ble with the Weller method..’*

There have been a couple of news re­ 
ports in the paper recently regarding the 
Rush County Solid Waste Disposal com­ 
mittee. Reports of two of their meetings 
have been in the news, and there was 
also mention of this committee in the 
latest account of the Rushville City 
Council. 
It may well be that many of us are not 
aware of this committee and its function. 
It may well be that many of us do not 
care. 
Rushville and Rush County are behind 
in planning for solid waste disposal. 
Room has run out at the city dump, and 
there are no places for county people and 
citizens of our smaller towns to dump 
* trash. 
This situation encourages using our 
county highway ditches and our remote 
rural areas for dumping grounds. A short 
drive into almost any part of the county 
. reveals a widespread and shocking abuse 
of our environment. 
A few months ago there was a meeting 
of the City Council and County Commis­ 
sioners to discuss this situation, and to 
do some sort of planning on a joint basis 
whereby this problem could be resolved. 
A committee was appointed from the 
city and from the county. Rusty Jones, 
representing the City Council, and Earl 
LFrank Priest, from the County Commis­ 
sioners, comprised the beginning com­ 
mittee. This group then grew, taking in 
IDr.

rcerned about what to do with your cans,

sented in open meeting to any of our 
county or city governing units, we will 
-give it publicity.

Three Attorneys 


Plead Guilty To 


Fraud Charges 


INDIANAPOLIS

Three 
Kokomo 
attorneys 
in­ 
dicted in a trust case pleaded 
guilty Thursday but said they 
were ignorant of the law under 
which they were charged. 
The guilty pleas were entered 
before U.S. District Judge Cale 
J. Holder by Floyd R. Cook, 60; 
his brother, Beryl E. Cook, 49, 
and Donald J. 
Bollinger, 47. 
Charges stemmed from sales of 
trust stock totaling $21 million. 
The pleas were made under 
the misdemeanor section of a 
Security and 
Exchange Com­ 
mission statute. It provides that 
no one shall be imprisoned for 
violations of an SEC rule if he 
proves he had no knowledge of 
the rule. 
If this were proven, a de­ 
fendant could not be imprisoned 
but would be subject to fines up 
to $10,000. 
The defendants were charged 
with mail fraud and violation of 
SEC fraud rules in 1961 to 1966 
The case involved Real Estate 
Investment Trust of Indiana, 
Equitable Real Estate Invest­ 
ment Trust, Fidelity Real Es­ 
tate 
Investment 
Trust 
and 
Bankers Trust, All are under 
federal court supervision now. 
The indictment alleged that 
the defendants used a ‘■manip­ 
ulative” device by making false 
statements with respect to the 
income, earnings, assets, liabil­ 
ities and business affairs of the 
trusts “calculated to arouse the 
interest of investors.” 
Judge Holder criticized lan­ 
guage of the SEC law placing 
the burden on a defendant to 
prove he had no intent to com­ 
mit a crime. 
“Congress 
has 
placed 
the 
burden 
on

innocence,” Holder 
said. “This won’t pass constitu­ 
tional 
provision 
requirements.

There are 350,000 unemploy­ 
ed Vietnam veterans, and the 
number grows daily. Major fed­ 
eral programs to aid the veter­ 
an have had little impact on 
the unemployment rate.
